Council  Starts 
Liturgical  Study 


Bulletin — Dean  of  Students 
Office : 

The  Student  Handbook  con¬ 
tains  the  following:  “The  Viola¬ 
tion  of  any  of  the  following  regu¬ 
lations  renders  a  student  liable 
to  SUSPENSION  or  DISMISSAL: 

The  possession  or  use  of  al- 
choholic  beverage  on  college 
property,  or  at  college  func¬ 
tions.’’ 

This  statement  covers  every 
student  who  attends  such  an 
event. 


NOON  DAY  MASS 


The  Ecumenical  Council  Monday 
began  debate  on  possible  reforms  in 
liturgy,  including  the  use  of  modern 
languages  instead  of  the  traditional 
Latin  in  rites  of  public  worship  and 
the  mass. 

The  three-hour  debate  in  the  coun¬ 
cil  hali  in  St.  Peter’s  Basilica  was 
conducted  in  Latin.  A  council  press 
spokesman  indicated  some  dis¬ 
agreement  on  the  draft  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  new  constitution  for  liturgy 
presented  to  the  2,537  council  “fa¬ 
thers.” 

One  of  the  speakers  was  Francis 
Cardinal  Spellman  of  New  York.  His 
view  was  not  disclosed.  Neither 
were  those  of  the  other  19  prelates 
that  took  part  in  the  opening  discus¬ 
sions. 

St.  Peter’s  Square  was  the  scene 
of  a  minor  traffic  jam  as  the  hun¬ 
dreds  of  cars  and  buses  bearing  the 
council  fathers  arrived  for  the  first 
real  working  session. 

A  group  of  American  tourists 
waved  and  cheered  when  Cardinal 
Spellman  arrived  in  the  square.  He 
smiled  and  took  off  his  red  skull  cap 
in  acknowledgement. 

Before  settling  down  the  debate  on 
liturgy — the  first  of  some  70  items  up 
for  possible  discussion — the  council 
heard  the  results  of  the  elections  for 
members  of  the  three  vital  commis¬ 
sions.  The  elected  members  of  the 
seven  other  commissions  were  an¬ 
nounced  Saturday. 


Six  Americans  were  included  in 
the  list  released  Monday,  making  a 
total  of  19  elected  to  the  10  commit¬ 
tees  which  will  direct  the  work  of 
the  historic  conclave.  Each  com¬ 
mission  is  headed  by  a  cardinal  ap¬ 
pointed  by  Pope  John  XXIII  and  in¬ 
cludes  24  members,  16  elected  by 
the  council  and  eight  named  by  the 
pontiff. 

The  Americans  whose  elections 
were  announced  are :  Archbishop 
Joseph  McGucken  of  San  Francisco; 
Bishop  Francis  Reh  of  Charleston, 
S.C.;  Bishop  Edward  Daly  of  Des 
Moines;  Bishop  Joseph  McShea  of 
Allentown,  Pa. ;  Archbishop  Patrick 
O’Boyle  of  Washington,  D.C.,  and 
Msgr.  John  P.  Cody,  co-adjutor  of 
New  Orleans. 

Liturgy  is  the  form  of  prayers, 
acts  and  ceremonies  used  in  rites  of 
public  worship  and,  in  particular, 
the  mass. 

The  council  press  office  said  in  a 
verbal  communique  after  the  closed 
session  that  “not  all  of  those  who 
'spoke  were  in  favor”  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  new  constitution. 

Basically  the  idea  of  liturgical  re¬ 
form  is  to  have  the'  public  take  a 
more  active  part  in  the  mass,  or  as 
one  observer  here  said,  “to  bring 
the  altar  closer  to  the  people.” 

One  of  the  more  important  points 
of  possible  reform  is  the  use  of  mod¬ 
em  languages  instead  of  Latin  in 
certain  parts  of  the  mass.

In  conclusion  Herman  stated, 
“This  committee  was  established 
for  the  benefit  of  the  students  and  it 
is  their  responsibility  to  follow  this 
formal  procedure  if  they  desire  to 
see  action  taken.”

Angiolo  di  Cosimo.  He  studied  with 
Jacopo  da  Pontarmo  and  Raffaelino 
del  Garbo  and  was  appointed  court 
painter  of  por¬ 
traits  to  Duke 
Cosmo  I  of  Flor- 
e  n  c  e .  Bronzino 
was  one  of  the 
most  famous 
painters  of  the 
sixteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  dealing 
with  mythologi¬ 
cal  and  Biblical 
subjects. 

In  his  master¬ 
piece,  “Portrait  of  a  Young  Man”, 
Bronzino  develops  a  precise,  rigid 
style  in  which  he  utilizes  an  enamel¬ 
like  surface,  and  rigid  colors  within 
clearly  defined  areas  that  might 
lead  us  to  mistake  him  for  an  early 
Renaissance  painter.  As  is  stated 
by  John  Canaday  in  Metropolitan 
“Seminars  in  Art”,  “Bronzino  was 
painting  at  a  time  when  free  tech¬ 
nique,  a  rich  surface,  and  consider¬ 
able  flexibility  in  color  had  been 
made  possible  by  the  replacement 
of  tempera  by  oil.  Therefore,  Bron- 
zino’s  somewhat  atavistic  use  of 
line  and  color  is  close  to  affectation, 
no  matter  how  effective  it  may  be — 
and  it  is  effective  in  the  extreme.” 

Although  Bronzino’s  portraits 
are  deeply  expressive  of  the 
times,  they  still  lack  a  main  qual¬ 
ity,  that  of  interpretation.  Some 
painters  claim  that  Bronzino  is 


nothing  more  than  a  smart  stylist. 
Artists  of  our  times,  however,  re¬ 
alize  that  Bronzino’s  mannikin¬ 
like  figures  are  just  fronts,  so  to 
speak,  for  the  hidden  private  life 
of  the  ducal  courts  of  his  time. 

Bronzino’s  painting,  which  is  pre¬ 
occupied  with  style  and  theory,  does 
not  present  the  common  feeling  of 
most  artists  “to  say  something  or 
appeal  to  the  emotions”;  it  does, 
however,  present  a  puzzling  ques¬ 
tion  of  interpretation.  Therefore,  I 
will  leave  it  up  to  you.  What  do  you 
think  the  artist  is  trying  to  say?

At  dedication  ceremonies  for  the 
new  installation,  John  C.  Satterfield, 
president  of  the  American  Bar  As¬ 
sociation,  termed  the  use  of  TV  “the 
most  significant  development  in  the 
study  of  law  in  the  last  100  years.” 

Dr.  Charles  Joiner,  associate  dean 
of  the  law  school,  says  the  installa¬ 
tion  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
United  States  and  admits  he  bor¬ 
rowed  the  idea  from  the  university 
medical  school,  where  surgeons  use 
TV  as  an  instructional  aid. 

The  idea  has  the  enthusiastic  sup¬ 
port  of  Circuit  Judge  James  R. 
Breakey  Jr.,  himself  a  graduate  of 
the  Michigan  law  school. 

“Far  too  many  young  lawyers 
come  out  of  school  and  begin  prac¬ 
tice  without  ever  having  actually 
been  in  a  courtroom,”  he  said.  “This 
is  a  great  supplement  to  the  aca¬ 
demic  training  of  future  lawyers.”
